A Tight Corner 


In a matter of seconds things 


began to happen. One shell 
whizzed through the starboard 
wing.

Splinters 
from bursting shells plastered the 
plane. The tail wheel got a nasty 
knock. Both the rudders were hit. 
The navigator received two jabs 
from shell-splinters, which, how- 
ever, only lodged in his clothing 
and stayed put. A tight corner if 
ever there was one! 

Now with all the roar of guns 
on the ground, shells bursting 
around, the rattle of innumerable 
machine-guns and pom-poms. the 
flashes of the guns. the tracer- 
streams, and the rest, to say 
nothing of the job of managing a 
big bomber just 50 feet above 
one of Jerry’s strongest points, the 
pilot may be forgiven for not 
knowing quite what was happen- 
ing in his own plane. 

This one, having seen all that 
he wanted to see, plus some things 
that he’d rather not have seen, 
decided to seek safety in height. 
So up he went, though his aircraft 
was so badly damaged that he had 
the utmost difficulty in getting it 
up to a trifle over 1.000 feet. 
Still. in such a lively spot. there's 
a world of difference between 
50 feet and even 1.000 feez! 

He called to his rear-gunner 
No reply So he sent his wireless 
man aft to investigate. The wireless 
operator soon reported that there 
was no ammunition left that end 
of the plane; the two rear-gunners 
had used up thousands of rounds 
peppering the Hun gun-posts while 
the bomber was flying at 50 feet! 


Miracle Landing 


That brief spell of very low 
flying had enabled the pilot to 
pick out his target; so, after a 
little “ breather” at 1,000 feet, he 
swung round and, descending to 
200 feet, ran in to bomb. He got 


his target true and good. He also 
got some more “Flak.” both 
heavy and light Still, the 
essential task had been per- 


formed: now, and only now. did 
thoughts turn to the problem of 
getting the crocked plane home. 

On the way back across the 
North Sea everything that was 
movable was slung into the sea. 
The crippled machine responded 
wonderfully to coaxing. and by 
some miracle reached the vicinity 


of its home base It needed 
another miracle to land it! The 
smashed tail wheel put the 
grimmest thoughts into the 
minds of the crew when the 
moment for landing arrived. A 
special emergency device nad to 


be used to force down the under- 
carriage But the bomber rolled, 
with an almost audible groan to 
a standstill, soon to be sur- 
rounded by a crowd of aston- 
ished ground staff. who talk to 
this day—and will al] their hves— 
of how a bomber. battered at 
every one of its vital points. not 
only managed to bomb its target. 
but actually got home!

Thats one aspect of the 
“Master Plan.” You get the 
other end of it all in a huge 
block of offices, somewhere in 
England where hundreds of 


officials study trade reports, cast 
up columns of figures, interview 
neutral travellers and business 
men, hear reports from intelli- 
gence experts or study materials 
which have passed out of Ger- 
many. By means of a widespread 
organisation which must not be 
described, the Ministry of 
Economic Warfare always has a 
fairly accurate idea of the state 
of Germany's economic life and, 


particularly, of the vast war 
machine which is Hitler's toy. 
Sometimes it is known that 


large supplies of raw materials 
a being hurried to one part of 
Germany. They’re going by rail. 
A brief note is despatched to the 
Air Ministry, And just when one 
of Germany’s largest rail centres 
is full of trains crammed with 
vital materials, British bombers 
start to bomb and blast trains 
and warehouses, rails and vards, 
and fire with thousands of 
incendiaries the materials which 
otherwise would feed the Hun 
war machine. It’s that kind of 
note, from one department to the 
other, which lies behind scores of 
raids, on Hamm. Osnabruck, 
Soest. and other rail centres. 


The Master Mind 


Nazi officials, from the “ high- 
ups” to station-masters, used to 
marvel at the remarkable luck 
the RAF enjoyed. They used to 
note how,-.time after time, our 
bombers appeared just when 
warehouses were crammed with 
vital goods, or marshalling yards 
packed with trains laden with 
urgently needed materials It’s 
happened so often, though, that 
now they don’t talk of luck. They 
realise that our Master Plan has 
a Master Mind behind it. And 
that is one reason why the Hun 
leaders hate Hugh Dalton, 
Britain’s Minister of Economic 
Warfare 

The “ Master Plan” has aimed, 
at the best times, at a wide 
variety of targets—aircraft fac- 
tories, oil plants or storages, 
munition factories, docks, and so 
on, but it has been particularly 
concerned with transport and 
oil The constant raids on the 
overworked German railways 
have meant that the Huns have 
diverted more and more goods to 
the roads or to inland waterways. 
So what? Inland harbours like 
Duisburg have been bombed, 
while waterways like the Dort- 
mund-Ems Canal have been 
marked out for attention. 


Effective Raids 


Yes, and when the Huns, find- 
ing so many transport means 
made more difficult, turned to 
increased use of coastal shipping. 
crawling ships seized from France. 
Holland Belgium or Norway along 
the lengthy coastline Hitler con- 
trols, our bombers started a day- 
atter-day series of onslaughts on 


them. It’s been on for weeks. with 
hardly a dav not seeing one or 
more of the ships sunk or 
damaged — Blenheim-bombed or

Every bit of the canal was 
photographed by our reconnais- 
sance planes, which devoted 
special attention to the double 
aqueduct where the canal crosses 
over the River Ems. Models of the 
aqueduct were quickly made; they 
were correct down to the last 
detail, and picked crews gazed at 
them for hours, while listening to

ATURALLY, any German 
with any decency at all is 
devoted, heart and soul, to 
the Fuehrer, Adolf Hitler. 


But whereas I regard him 
as simply the greatest

Personally, I do not believe in 
God. My Commander is a great 
sailor with a real genius for sub- 
marine warfare, but it is conceiv- 
able that his nerves have been 
affected.

“ Out of the Land of Egypt, out of 
the house of bondage,” to him.

And my Commander goes on to 
quote the Ten Commandments:— 

Thou shalt not make unto thee 

any likeness of any thing that 
is in heaven above, or that is in 
the earth beneath, or that is in 
the water under the earth 

“Heaven above means our Luft- 
waffe,” he says. “Earth beneath, 
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our Panzer divisions. In the water 
under the earth refers to us of 
the submarines. The Command- 
ment, quite simply, forbids other 
nations to pin their faith in their 
own air, land and sea forces. For 
ours must triumph.” 

And so he scans the seas, hardly 
sleeping, and in his eyes there is 
a real hunger for the sight of 
British shipping.

There is no doubt at all 
that the British have for many 
years been a thorn in our side. We 
offered them alliance and friend- 
ship. The Fuehrer did the British 
the honour to regard them as a 
fellow fighting-race with the 
Aryan Germans.

I realise that I am entirely 
wrong in feeling, as I do, some 
sensation of evil-doing.

Soft Fruit 


By RICHARD SUDELL 


HE BRIGHT SUNSHINE 
OF THE PAST FEW 
WEEKS HAS MADE THE 
SOFT FRUIT HARVEST ALL 
TOO SHORT. LATE RASP- 
BERRIES BENEFIT BY A 
THOROUGH SOAKING 
WITH WATER AND LIQUID 
MANURE, WHICH IS BEST 
APPLIED IN THE EVENING. 
THIN OUT, SUCKERS, LEAV- 
ING SIX TO EACH ROOT. 
Strawberries: As soon as the 
last of the fruit is gathered, 
clear away the straw and 


weeds so that runners can be 
secured. ' 
Runners layered 


into 3-in. 
pots of rich soil will crop the 
first season after planting. 

When gooseberries are 
gathered, run the hoe beneath 
the bushes and give the roots 
a tonic of general fertiliser. 

Black currants, owing to 
the dry season, may make 
little new growth, and should 
not be pruned as severely 
as usual. Cut out a few 
of the old fruiting stems cnd 
thin out new growths from 
the base, 

Red and white currants are 
not likely to make a lot of 
excessive growth owing to the 
dry season, but a little summer 
pruning may be necessary. 
This consists of thinning out 
overcrowded growths and cut- 
ting out worn-out branches.
